FOLLOWING exhaustive reports 
from its various Commissions 
to European countries, the 
American Red Cross can de- 
fine fairly well the foreign relief pro- 
gram for the ensuing year. 

It ia now dear that in tbe rehab|itar 
tion of nations and eountrtea devas- 
tated by the war, the problem of vital- 
ity and the building up of man-power 
takes the first place In Red Cross act- 
ivities. Further, it ia evident that the 
feeding of foreign peoples, aa well aa 
general material relief is not a field 
which can be assumed by the Red 
Cross. There remains, however, tlie 
problem of sickness and disease, and 
particularly a diminished and weak- 
ened child population, which none of [ 
the countries of Ektstern Europe is in j 
a position to meet with its own re- 
sources, but where the American Red ; 
Croas ia in a peaitiOK to oCer iadis- I 
pensable aid and service. j 
Recognizing these facts, tbe Red j 
Cross effort in Ehirope during recent ; 
months has been concentrated more 
and more on establishing and extend- 
ing through the ooont^toa of Baatorn 
Europe, as well aa Slbma, a construc- 
tive health service, looking not only 
toward relief in the immediate situa- 
tion but also toward the establishment 
of permanent health aervioe buUt on 
national foundations In eadi eoontry 
concerned 

The medical and surgical supplies of 
all kinds made available for use by 
the Red Cross by a recent Act of 
Congress at once enable th« Bed Cross 
to plan this effort In medical rdieC OB 
a broad, comprehensive and construc- 
tive scale. The $15,000,000 asked by 
the Red Cross in the Third Roll Call, 
Novmber will be devoted, there- 
fore, largely to the administration of 
this program and making effective 
the distribution of materials derived 
from surplus Army supplies. The ma- 
terials for general relief to be admin- 
istered in addition to and in connection 
with the above will be obtained large- 
ly from supplies now In the possession 
of the Red Cross, or will be covered 
bgr aaall espenditare wh&n parAnse 
may prove nscssssry. 

This program permlta not only a 
definition in .'^rope of the work to be 
carried on, but a limitation in time, 
presumably a period of one year. At 
the expiration of that time the work 
of the Red Cross ateoad win have been 
largely rounded out, and activities con-

POLITICAL and economic tron- 
Ics are not the only obsta- 
cles that face the new repub- 
lic of Czecho-Slovakla. In 
attempting to build up a democracy, 
fdidiloned after that In the Vnlted 
States, one of its most serious prob- 
lems .is an alarming mortality rate, 
especially among women and children. 

Statistica at the American Red Cross 
show that in B(A«nla, Moravia and 
Silesia deaths In 1917 exceeded births 
by over 20,000. Figures for 1918, not 
vet completed, will ahofw a larger aor- 
taUty. 

This whole ocmditloa.'' the Red 
Cross commission reports, "is due to 

under-nourishment of mothers and 
children. In its investigation the Amer- 
ican Red Cross found that many chil- 
dren have never tasted mUk— not 
even mother's milk, as the wmnen 
were too weak to nurse their babies. 
Seven year old children have the phy- 
sical proportion of five, and ten year 
(dds have the growth of a nonaal 
seven year old." ■ 

The Red Cross has organised a sjrs- 
tem of soup kitchens throughout the 
country, through which it hopes to 
save the lives of thousands of mcth 
ers and children.
